SECRETS OF 
ENERGY IN 
THE ATOMS 



Dr. Aston Delivered Second 
Lecture on Isotopes 

LARGE AUDIENCE 



New Light on Fundamental 
Theories of Chemistry 

That scientists arc at last becoming 
acquainted with the mechanic* of the. 
energy locked within the atom and 
with the vast quantity of power con- 
lined within that minute s'pace. was 
the statement, made last night by Dr. 
F. W. Aston in his second and final 
address delivered before the Physical 
Society upon the subject of "Iso- 
topes." 

In his second lecture, Dr. Aston re- 
sumed his explanation at the point 
where he had left it at the close of his 
former address. Tie described the ex- 
tremely delicate apparatus which be 
used to separate the two isotopic 
forms of Neon, and explained with the 
use of diagramatic lantern slides the 
construction and manipulation of the 
mass spectrograph which was employ- 
ed in the detection of isotopes by 
means of spectroscopic photography. 
For each atom of different weight 
possessed by an element a separate 
line of the spectrum is shown. 

By means of this instrument it was 
found that a great many of the well- 
known elements were composed of 
atoms which varied in weight and 
were therefore called isotopes. As an 
example of the careful research' work 
which Dr. Aston has been carrying 
on at Cambridge, and the uses' to 
which such effort may be applied, it 
may be stated that he was able to 
correct an error in the established 
atomic weight of boron, and arrived 
at a new value which has recently 
been verified by experiment at Har- 
vard. 

The. explanation which was given by 
Dr. Aston of the cause of isotopes 
formed perhaps. 1 the most interesting 
part of his lecture. It is wholly a 
question of atomic structure. The nu- 
cleus of the atom is composed of 
electrons or negative particles and of 
positive particles called protons. The 
positive charge in the nucleus predom- 
inates, and is counterbalanced by the 
negative electrons revolving around 
the nucleus. All the chemical prop- 
erties of elements and compounds de- 
pend only upon the number of elec- 
trons that circle the nucleus, while' 
the atomic weight of elements depends 
only upon the number of protons and 
electrons' in the nucleus. It is thus 
possible for three outer electrons, for | 
example, to balance any number of 
positive and negative charges in the 
nucleus between the number of which 
there is a difference of three, and the 
chemical properties of substances will 
thus remain the. same although the 
atomic weights may be différent.

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ATHLETIC AWARDS 



The agitation started this year for the addition of more of the 
I college athletic organizations to the list of the major sports is only 
I a new phase of a problem that has confronted the executive of the 
Athletic Association for many years. The minor clubs do not want 
j to. attain the status of major sports as much as they wish to secure 
the honor of attaining the major letters for their athletes. The 
problem is not one that is confined to McGill, as a similar discussion 
J is taking place at many of the other universities in both Canada and 
the United States. . , 

The question of deciding which of the team, or whom among 
I the students, shall be granted the major letters for their athletic 
prowess brings up an additional query as to the reason why such 
letters should be granted at all. The Athletic Association decreed 
some time ago that only the men who made the required standard 
in track, football, or hockey could be granted the big "M" and dc 
nite rules were laid down concerning these requirements. 

The main argument brought forth by the minor clubs in search 
of greater honors has been that the amount of application and science 
required by the members of their clubs is as great as that needed by 
the students engaged in the sports classed as major at the present 
|. time. In their statements of fact they are no doubt correct, but 
it is doubtful if these statistics have any bearing on the problem. 
If effort' expended was the criterion by which such matters were 
judged there would be no doubt about the injustice of the present 
system; there arc other viewpoints to be considcrd, however. 

The "M" lias always been highly prized by the men fortunate 
enough tofbc granted it largely because of the fact that very few 
of them were won by the students. It was considered a mark' of 
high athletic prowess. It is an undoubted fact that the value of 
of the latter would be decreased if it was granted indiscriminately 
I to the men competing in every branch of athletics. 

The present system of making the awards is certainly open-to 
criticism from every point of view; nevertheless, it has been very 
successful considering the narrow limits within which the Athletic 
■Association executive had to work in deciding upon the men who 
were entitled to the insignia. There have been very few instances 
where men entitled to letters did not get them, or of students being 
granted the "M" when they were not entitled to it. There have, 
however, been some cases where the narrowness of the rules con- 
cerning the insignia have caused injustice to outstanding athletes 
If any changes arc to be made in the constitution of the Athletic 
Association concerning the granting of insignia to the students, it 
is quite possible that the best plan would b e to make it still more 
difficult to gain the letter. As a mark of outstanding ability in ath 
letics, the letter should only be given to men who have distinguished 
themselves during their undergraduate days. This should apply to 
the minor as well as the major branches of athletics. 

Track, hockey, and football should be given the preference over 
the other sports both from the historical point. of view and the posi- 
tion they hold in present clay athletics. It is possible that the letters 
could be given to even a smaller number of men in these branches 
of athletics than is the case at the present time. In other branches 
of sport, the big "M" should be granted to outstanding athletes. 

The only difficulty that could arise under such a system lies 
in the fact that there would be no definite rules by which the Ath- 
letic Association could judge the ability of the men. Certain re- 
quirements could be stated before the executive would be allowed 
to even consider granting the letters, however, and, with these re- 
quirements fulfilled, the executive could then proceed to consider 
whether or not the performance of the men merited the high award. 
As an added precaution against too numerous awards, a supervising 
board composed of prominent graduates might be secured to give 
added consideration to the decisions of the students. 

Any suggestions given at the present time must be in the nature 
of generalities but it does seem that the most successful plan would 
be to restrict rather than increase the number of awards. Careful 
consideration should be given to whatever plan's arc brought forth 
as it is a matter that should 'be definitely settled for the future. 
Frequent changes in methods would only tend to make the whole 
system unsatisfactory. 



The search for the moral absolute 
has been the basis.' of all political 
struggles. Such was the theme of the 
last 'lecture of the extension course on 
Politics which was given yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Ghipman, who* has but recently 
recovered from a icverc attack of lar- 
yngitis, was unable to give the lecture, 
but Mr. Hankin read the manuscript 
prepared by his colleague. 

"Force," said the lecturer, "is not 
the basis of sovereignty. The peace of 
the state depends not upon force but 
upon the spiritual 'auction of the 
community." 

The .sanction of the community is, 
if tihc selfishness of the individual can 
be disregarded, given only to actions 
which they consider right. A thing 
which is right in the consideration of 
one man may be far from right .in the 
cyci- o>f his neighbor, and it is these 
differences of opinion, these different 
ideas of the ideal state that can only 
he achieved in one way, that have been 
responsible for all political struggles. 

The story of the search for the ideal 
is the story of western civilization. 
It played its part in Greece and Rome. 
It was behind the causes of the 
French Revolution and the constitu- 
tional development of England. 

Some people maintain that the time 
of party politics is passing, ibut it can 
not past' until everyone is assured that 
the aim of justice and order has been 
achieved. That such a state of affairs 
is far distant is fairly obvious when 
one considers the widely divergent 
conception!, of the functions df the 
ideal state. 

In summarizing the lecturer said 
that the course had been an attempt 
to determine what is the sovereignty 
to which wc should bow. There is 
sonic ultimate claim and it is every- 
one's duty to attempt to find it, and 
when it is found every action niui't bo 
udged by it. The perfect law of lib 
crty finds expression in the Golden 
Rule. 

In concluding the course the lec- 
turer expressed his gratification at the 
interest which had been shown. It 
had been the experiment of two ama- 
teurs but they would long remember 
with gratification the soriff.' erf gather- 

The audience gave voice to their 
gratitude to the lecturer in a hearty

tual interests, standards of value, and 
morals. Of course there is a great 
deal of truth in what the Dartmouth 
has to say. just as there is much truth 
in what the critic, say against tbc 
college student. The undergraduate 
has many good qualities anil many 
shortcomings; ot see either to the ex- 
clusion of the other is a mistake. 

Says the Dartmouth; "Ask the men 
who flunked out this 'icnicstcr whe- 
ther their paren-ts are satisfied because 
they made the best fraternity, dressed 
well, made friends — and flunked out." 
The answer is that busting — asj wc 
call it here — is often a wholesome 
jolt to the student who has had bis 
eye fixed on "getting by."

Rebuke Administered for 
Low Moral Tone 



Under the caption, "The Decline of 
College Humor", the currant issue of 
Henry Ford's "Dearborn Independent' 
carries the following: 
'"If it is true that the students of 
Xortliwcstcr.il University have protest- 
ed against the quality of humor served 
up in college publications, tliey have 
started something which should go the 
round of the universities. A recent sur- 
vey of publications from colleges in all 
parts of the country — a survey made 
for other than editorial purposes — dis- 
closed a most surprising paucity of 
clean humor and a dirty deluge of the 
most disgusting form of acute primary 
mural dement in precox. Tim spirit of 
college fun seems utterly to have de- 
ported, and the dregs set up in its place 
Cleverness in writing around the typo 
of salacious and suggestive vulgarity 
has taken the. place of the wild ci h li- 
bérante of imagination, the perfectly 
irresponsible riot of wholesome s.por- 
tiveness, which marked college jour- 
nalism in itip prime. 

It is rather a humiliating discovery 
to make. Many people who imagine 
that they koon- whoit I Ko ruling spirits 
of the campus n.rc I Kinking about 
would do well to gather up a dozen of 
tin- student publications, n.nd hold a 
clinic on them. Thoughtful people are 
justly perturbed by the disappearance 
of sympathy and understanding be- 
tween the social groups now bearing 
collegians, there is in some of our col- 
lege publications a lack oi breeding, 
taken as nu indication, the rift between 
I lie campus ami society is one calling 
for more particular attention. 

Making all allowances for Ihc rick- 
ety mental support oT youth. a.nd for 
the devil-l4ikc.it attitude of very young 
collegian's, then; is in sonic of our coll- 
ege pubglicatious a lack of breeding, 
yes; of yokel Trholesomene-ss, yes; even 
of a polite libertine's regard for decent 
appearances, which would rouse the 
protest of parents if those publications 
ever reached the student's homes, and 
should have brought the action of col- 
lege authorities long ago.

LAW COURSE FOE WOMEN 

A voursc in law that will give the 
woman in the home and the woman in 
■.■usines a general understanding of the 
principles of law, in order that hIib may 
handlo her .business mid her personal 
affairs is to be added to the ' 'honl of 
Business and Civic Administration of 
the Collogc of -the City of New York. 
The lectures 'are not intended 10 pre- 
pare women for admission to the liar, 
but it is hoped thait the students will be 
i\cn insight into legal regulation* and 
rocodure and an understanding of the 
necessity; for competent advice when 
lif fieulties do arise. 

Miss Helen Elisabeth O'Br'um, 1. 1.. B 
who will be in charge of the work, in 
outlining the course, said that. very few 
wonieai even understood the nature of a 
contract aaid so enter into tigrceiuents 
that aire unwise. 

"I have found that in the éducation 
of almost every woman," said Miss 
O'Brien, "there has bciin n Missing 
link — instruction in general law where- 
by they may be able to solve the pron- 
lenis that confront them iu their diily 
lives. Tt is because of this imperative 
mod m the life of every woman that 
t his course has been planned and In- 
troduced by the Faculty o* the college 
so that through a knowledge of the 
principles of general law women may 
know a,nd protect their personal rights. 

"Few women understand the neces- 
sity for insuninee and Ihc legal prin- 
ciples that govern insurance contracts. 
The bank with its notes and checks is a 
bewildering mystery which neverthe- 
less plays an important part, in the life 
Mid should be understood. Women as a 
rulo do not know unough about the 
leases and mortgage*' that affect their 
home • security and many of them nrc 
not even aware of the way prop"ity de- 
scends by will". 

The topics to be covered by the 
course arc the general nature of law, 
the necessity for law, how laws arose, 
how they developed; the present me- 
thod by which one individual makes 
ngrcoinonts with an other, how contracts 
or agreements may be made in a legal 
manner, and how they a.rc enforced by 
the St lute; the status of women as com- 
petent makers of contracts under the 
lu.W and the part a woman may play 
as an agent. 

Notes, checks, promissory notes, bills 
of exchange and othor papers will be 
explained. The students will be told 
how title to property is obtained, how 
it may be lost and how it may be vol- 
untarily transferred to some one else. A 
general discussion of the relations be- 
tween landlord and tenant ami the re- 
ciprocal rights and obligations of each 
will be a feature of the course, while 
the law* governing commercial inter- 
ests and investments and how women 
should invest their fuuils and legally 
safeguard these investments, even 
though the investment bo but u small 
deposit in the savings bn.nk, will be ex- 
plained.
